Editor Chicago Field; —To the eporUmen of America I wish 
to say a few words; so come, draw up your chairs and we’ll have 
a chat, Interspersed with a whtfl now and then upon the great 
consoler—the hunter’s pipe. As Nick Whiffles was wont to say, 
ere he departed this dubious sphere, “Ther’ be signs of a plsen 
difflcilty 'round here—moved north.” First of all, I want it 
understood that I am a “game and shooting” man and not a dog 
man, (as the term Is understood,) especially so since that last re¬ 
mark of my wife’s, as she opened the Chicago Field, (which she 
reads as regularly as an eight-day clock runs down,) which was; 
“Oh, these horrid dog men have monopolized the paper again 

with their slushi If it wasn’tfor Fred Mather's department-’’ 

Quoth I, “Neither would I, so there. Let's see what’s the news 
this week. Hallo I here’e ago at the game laws of Iowa, another 
on sportsmen’s associations, and—one, two, three, four—four 
challenges from the dog men, so help me Bob White I Well, 
they're having a cballengy (that’s Chinese, old time, so pitch in 
and smash your dog-goned heads on a staunch point when you’re 
flush.” 

The above chat with my wife started me to address my words 
to you, brethren of the ram-rod, fish-rod 
and dog-rod, (this last is Greek for dog- 
tail), and I will commence without fur¬ 
ther preface. 

The greatquestlon before the American 
sportsmen of to-day is, “What are we to 
do to stop the immense slaughter and to 
prevent the early extinction of game of 
every descrlptlonl” This is a question 
that will stand a deal of heavy debate In 
every sportsmen’s club in America, and, 
by the way, I would like to say right here 
that, if the sportsmen’s clubs of this 
country would devote as much time to de¬ 
bate, as they do to trap shooting, we 
would have more active minds and purees, 
and more practical benefits from their 
thousand and one organizations; it would 
be the means of bringing out projects un¬ 
heard or untbought of before; In their 
present dormant state, it would be as the 
entering of oxygen In a room full of 
suffocating people; it would put life 
Into them and show them the danger 
of continuing in the same rut, which is 
cut so deep now, that it will be a 
hard matter to get—out, so by all means, 
brother sportsmen, inaugurate lyceum 
meetings in your club rooms as of¬ 
ten as you can get together and let 
the above question be the Inaugural 
one. Never mind such as, “Is a ten- 
bore choke, 8^ drs. powder, capable of 
killing fur^er than a 14-bore cylinder, 
same charge!” Or “Is a triple-wedge fast 
any better than no wedge at alii'’ or 
“Has a blue blood’s tail got more sense 
than a red blood’s nose!” Or, “Is a sports¬ 
man obliged to pick up every gauntlet 
thrown down to him, in order to be con¬ 
sidered a gentleman!” (as per Dr. Carver 
to Van Dyke). Lay all such questions, 

I say, on the table and let them take a 
rest until the game question is settled, 
absolutely and definitely. In a formernum- 
ber of the Field I gave some of the causes 
as they appeared to me, but one correspon¬ 
dent seemed to think “a Tittle queer” 
about my “gentlemanly Ift-gauge.” Well, 
as regards that 16-gauge, I will Just state 

thatdt Is infinitely more pleasure fur me to kill one bird at sixty 
yards with that gun than it Is to drop three or four with a ten- 
bore at fifteen yards. Tes, gentlemen, that is my Idea of sport. 
Of course, as a natural consequence, I laid these “wholesale 
slaughtering gauge guns” down as one of the causes of the dimi¬ 
nution of game. I do not claim that It is a prime cause, but it 
helps in about the ratio of the boy who was sucking the liquor 
from one end of the barrel through a gimlet-hole, while the pro¬ 
prietor was drawing it off through the faucet. Another thing, 
it seems to be the height of most sportsmen’s ambition to go out 
and make “stunners'' of bags—even in hot weather when they 
know that over one-half their game will be In unfit condition for 
the human palate and nostrils before midnight of the same day, 
and yet they’ll howl sgalnet the Infernal pot-hunter. A man that 
bunts Just for his pot is a model side of such Bportsmen(t), I 
remember well, bow our party ran across a camp of sportsmen 
one hot day in August, and the atmosphere being filled with 
that peculiar stench of decaying game, we Inquired of them the 
wherefore of the whyfor, and Iwhold I after telling ue that they 
were going to shift qnatiers to-morrow, they showed ns a pile of 
ntoety or a hundred chickens and qnalls lying In a heap, fit for 
DMtber man nor dog, but “good enough (or the wolf,” is they 


suggested. This scene was laid before us by men professing to 
be sportsmen. And to cap the climax, they showed ue a score 
book containing the number of birds shot, etc. Oh, consistency, 
thou’rt a jewel possessed but by few 1 Why dost thou let vanity 
stalk forth tlirough the land and thrust thee under a bushel! 
Come forth, I say. Thy forces I command, and once more ascend 
the proud throne from which thou'rt hurled by the white man! 

The Indians, according to the modern sportsman, must have 
been pot-hunters, yet game was never scarce with them; for why! 
becauu they killed only enough for food and raiment, and that, too, 
at aU seasons of the year. But lo! what a change came over him 
when the white men got a firm foothold in this glorious land of 
freedom (game Included). It was then that the noble red man be¬ 
gan to slaughter for filthy lucre (liquor), and as the white man 
spread over the land the slaughter became greater and It was a 
question whether blood or whisky ran the most. Buffaloes were 
driven in hordes to the brink of chasms, and in their wavering 
frenzy and pushing of rear comrades, they were hurled headlong 
down the deep depths, there to be skinned and the balance left 
to feed the starving wolves, or to ascend heavenward In dense 
clouds of stench. Were these pot-hunters! No: they were wanton 
murderers and slaughterers of game—the counterpart of the above 
camp members, the only difference being that the one did it to be 


able to show off their drunken airs and the others to show off 
their vanity airs. 

This Is only one instance, and I know for a positive fact, of a 
number of others, and I have no doubt that there Is hardly a 
sportsman in the country but knows of similar cases. However, 
something has got to be done, and that quickly, too,ere our game 
Is entirely extinct, and I will, before leaving this subject, suggest 
that every club lo the country organize lyceum meetings and de¬ 
bate this question with their whole heart, and mind, and soul, 
and let us hear from them. 

Let’s take a change of venue. “What do I think of the trap¬ 
shooting monomaniac,” did you ask! Well, that’s hard to tell. 
He might or be might not be a sportsman. He bandies bis gun 
well,and according to tbemles,be pays twenty cents apiece for his 
birds, and two to five dollars entrance money, with that peculiar 
nonchalance which impresses one as being a sportsman from sole 
to crown. But look, be has tied with another for second money, 
and why all that talk! ah, bal be does not wish to shoot off the 
tie, rather divide the money—money in pocket la worth double 
the amount in a savings bank, yon know,—and so they divide. 
Are they sportnen! No. A tboosand times no. And I have 
yet to see the man that could coDVince me Hiat they ere. If they 


go to shoot for sport, let it be sport; the more shooting, the more 
sport. If they cannot afford It, they bad better keep out alto¬ 
gether from tournaments and have a private shoot with personal 
friends. It would be of much greater credit to them, and also be 
the means of putting a llttleVoney into the pockets of some In¬ 
dustrious lad living In the neighborhood. Instead of encouraging 
the ruthless demon and miserly greediness of the pigeon-roost de¬ 
stroyer. If state associations and clubs wiff have tournaments, let 
the prizes and proceeds go towards carrying out the game laws 
by the employment of constables during close seasons; or, if 
prizes miiel be won, let the true sportsman stand above the level 
of the gambler and shoot (or sport as long as he has a finger in the 
pie. So mote it be. 

Oh, shades of “Frank Forester,” what are we coming to! 
Doesn’t this grate harshly on tblneears: “Last Saturday I caught 
a string of six trouts,a dozen black basses and two whopping pick¬ 
erels.” Think of It, and yet this must be the outcome of adding 
the e to grayling and sturgeon. I can stand it on the game birds, 
although at first It was like a dose of castor oil; but I’ll be whit¬ 
tled and bo dummed If I’ll stand it on fish, and I won’t, if I have 
to fight It out on that line all Summer. 

Now, in conclusion, let us see if we can’t diagnose that highly 
spontaneous emetic the dug men have swallowed, either by force 
or example,or because they couldn’t help 
it—being gentlemen of honor (as per 
Carver to Van Dyke). 

It matters little to me what my dogs 
arc, so long as they perform their duties 
in the field satisfactorily. I love a good 
dog. no matter what bis pedigree, he be 
English, Scotch, Irish, Dutch or Span¬ 
ish, and I supremely abhor a worthless 
mongrel. My wife was puzzled the 
other day as to what my dogs (no bitches 
In my kennel, if you please) were, and 
queried me thusly: “By the way,’’ says 
she itbat’s my wife), “what are your 
dogs, red, white or blue!”

The smaller varieties of fish In the Connecticut River cu 
such as suckers, carp, young shad, pickerel, perch, and the 
others, have been behaving queerly of late, by appearing upon the dei 
sur^e at first In a sort of lifeless way, and finally dy iig and tot 
drifting Into the shore eddies and Inlets. For a cons derable ev. 
dlsUnw both above and below Hartford this state of thlnp has shi 
existed, and old fishermen say there was never anything like It. thi 
Thousands of dead fish are lying along the banks for miles to- tb< 
dav It does not seem to be a universal trouble, as many fish of C 
the same species as those found dead are alive and seem to be all pli 
right One theory Is that black bass, which have got Into the we 
river within the past three years and are Increasing rapidly, are no 
making war upon their leas gamy companions, but that does not pr 
account for the sickly behavior of the fish before they die. 

The most plausible explanation Is that the recent heavy rains

Water Pipe for Hatchino Houses.— Where water Is to be * 
brought from a distance, not only the slxebut the material of the ^ 
pipes must be taken Into consideration, for the volume of water j 
delivered depends. In a great measure upon this. If the pljwa ^ 
are wooden then. If the estimate is for a two-inch stream, let the ^ 
pipe be three Inches In diameter. K 

The rapidity with which water Bows through pipes of the same j 
diameter Is found to depend very much upon the nature of their ^ 
internal surfaces. Thus, a lead pipe being smoother will convey ^ 
more water than a wooden one of the same diameter, and the ^ 
proportion Increases with the length of the pipe. 

In pipes whose surface Is as smooth as glass there Is still a sur¬ 
prising amount of friction, for In all cases the water Is found to 
flow more rapidly In the center of the stream than on the sides 
where It encounters the friction of the tube. Sudden turns, or , 
angles In a water pipe are to he avoided, as they decrease the flow 
by Increasing the friction. . . 

In practice It la found that a pipe of two Inches diameter, one 
hundred feet long, will discharge nearly five times as much water 
as one that Is only one Inch In diameter, of the same length, and 
under the same pressure. . u 

This excess above the differences In the number of square Inches 
In their respective diameters Is accounted for by supposing that 
both tubes retard the motion of the fluid by friction at equal dis¬ 
tances from their Inner surfaces and consequently their Bow Is 
retarded much more In a small bore than In a large one. It Is 
well for those who Intend to bring water In pipes for hsJfBlng, or 
other purposes, to remember that a pipe never runs/ufi, that Is, 
there Is always an air space on top of the water In a long horlzonW 
pipe, and If they require a stream of a certain size, to have the 
pipe larger than they ««m to require. We find Iron rust very 
bad for fish eggs, and yet we have hatched the different salmons 
and trouts with success In New York City with water frorn the 
city mains. Whlteflsh {Coregonut) did not do well there, how¬ 
ever, the few that hatched did not survive to absorb the sac.

The Ineligibility of the European House Sparrow In 
America.

It Is very regreUble that the “sparrow question,” which has 
‘ already become a matter of national moment, should have degen¬ 
erated Into such a miserable personal controverey between the 
BeutlmentallBU who misrepresent the facts and the ornithologists 
who understand them, that a prudent pe™o®-, "B®*®^®''Bj®’'‘e"*- 
’ might refrain from having anything to do with It. But it la with 
' me a matter of conscientious discharge of my duty to plsM the 
i facte properly before toe people, that they may be Informed and 

- warned In time, before toe pest shall have become Ineradicable. 

I do not write for ornithologists; for, so far aa I am aware, there 

- la not a scientific ornithologist In America, among those who 
■ have expressed any decided opinion, who are in favor of the 
^ wretched Interlopers which we have so thonghtlessly introduced, 

>. and played with, and cuddled, like a parcel of hyaterlcaJ, slate- 
>- pencll-eatlug school-girls. I have held a tight reign on this con- 
« troveray from the first, and probably know more of Ite Inside 
>. history than any other person; and I am In position to affirm to^ 

the sneers, toe Invectives, toe ridicule and abuse, and the wild 
® assertions of the leader or leaders of the pro-sparrow faction, r^ 
suit from a frantic despair In the face of the fact, which ornl- 
e thologlate coolly adduce. The fact that the sparrow la a nuisance 
It In a variety of ways, that It does not do any appreciable good, 

- that It does a very obvious amount of damage, that It barges, 
drives off and sometimes destroys useful native birds, and that It 
has no place In the natural economy of this country, are patent 

ig to every one who will take the trouble to see for hlmsolf. These 
Br Bame facts, some or all, are disagreeably obvious to many person j 
It especially agriculturists, whose fields and gardens are assailed. 

All of these same facts are admitted by competent ornithologists 
rs generally. None of them are publicly dlBputed ,80 far as I know, 
e. by any person or persons whose authority has any weight In a 
rs question of this kind. 

S- The friends of the sparrow In this country faU In the following 
categories; First, those who know nothing and care nothing par- 
B« tlcularly about them, except that they “rather like” the jtert and 
B« brusque familiarity of the birds—a class composed chiefly of 
B® children, women and old fogies. Secondly, those who are or 
were Instrumental In getting the birds here, and are 
either In reputation or In pocket, to keep them here. Thirdly, 
ouasl-ornlthologlste who have been misled Into hasty expressions 
of opinion to which they feel bound to stick. Fourthly, toe 
. Oloqueieol the last, who play a sort of “Slmon-says-up” game. 

^ FHtoly a very few Intelligent and sclentflc persons, but not prac¬ 
tical nor professional ornlthologlato, who recognUe folly what 
is, little good the sparrow undeniably does, and shape a favorable

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A^n, tbe matter of the llmltlees moltlpllcatloo of tbeae pes- 
111 ^ famine bieeden preaenU Iteelf very dUfereoUy In this 
country. They are eitraordinarlly prolific. A single female has 
been known to lay over thirty eggs In a season. They ordinarily 
raise three or four broods a year, and may have half a dozen at 
a time. They are safely housed from their natural enemies; 
rather they have no special enemies in this country, and such ene¬ 
mies as their excessive abundance might raise up against them 
have In at least one case, been summarily disposed of, as In the 
gllly action of the Bostonians regarding the shrikes. There Is 
thus practically no check upon their limitless mnltlplicatlon, 
and they are iosldlonsly multiplying at a rate that perhaps few 
suspect. A short ten years ago a sparrow was something of a 
sight anywhere; now, the millions we have are countless. The 
sparrows have played mischief enough already, I know; but I say 
deliberately, that this Is nothing to what the next decade or two 
will witness If this desperate sparrow-mania goes on. We may 
have before long people knocking at the Congressional gates for 
an appropriation for a sparrow commission, like tbe grasshopper 
commission now sitting, to consider if there be any available re¬ 
lief from tbe scourge. When the sparrows overflow Into all the 
country—and they are beginning to do so already—and settle in 
hordes on the grain-fields, a good many will doubtless be de¬ 
stroyed by tbe birds and beasts of prey; but It may then be too 
late. At present, an occasional stone from some idle boy, or an 
occasional cat on the woodshed, are all the sparrow has to look 
out for. 

I think It will be evident that the argnmenium ad Buropam 
cannot logically apply here. 1 have dwelt upon it because It Is 
the only show of reason I find in my worthier opponents; yet 
It is fallacious, thoroughly fallacious. Tbe crude asseverations 
of the less worthy, the misrepresentations and tergiversations of 
Interested persons, and all tbe vociferations of the pyrgltomanl- 
acs are wasted In a case like this, or are not wasted only in so 
far as they serve to dress up a melodramatic spectacle, at seeing 
which well-informed persons usually smile. The phllopasserites 
may be reminded that sentiment Is not science, tbe present being 
a question of applied or economic science; that satire, ridicule 
and sophistry, however potent In the political or tbeological 
arena, are impotent In tbe field of science. 

For the common good, as well as for the benefit of those who 
may csre to defend the sparrows, I make the following specifica¬ 
tions of my general charge against these birds: 

1. They neglect entirely, or perform very inauSlcleotly, the 
business they were Imported to do. In spite of some good ser¬ 
vice at one season of the year, In a few particular localities, 
against some particular kinds of Insects, the state of our shade 
trees remains substantially as It was before their Introduction. 
Some of tbe decrease of noxious Insects at times is due to their 
periodical decrease, with which tbe sparrows have nothing to do; 
and In spite of assertions to tbe contrary, people are still scraping 
trees, and employing the usual defenses against insects, in pre¬ 
cisely those places where It was said that the sparrows bad done 
tbe business. 

8. They attack, harass, fight against, dispossess, drive away, 
and sometimes actually kill, various of our native birds which are 
much more insectivorous by nature than themselves, and which 
might do us better service If they were equally encouraged. This 
fact is suppressed, explained away, or flatly denied, according to 
the dlsingenuousness, tbe aptitude for quibbling, or the audacity 
of the third and fourth categories of persons above described. 
It Is attested, however, by numberless competent and veracious 
eye-witnesses. 

3. They commit great depredations In the kitchen-garden, the 
orchard and tbe grain-field We are only as yet on the very 
threshold of this matter, yet how obvious it is I And what may 
be expected, when, instead of a few hundred million sparrowa, we 
have the millions of millions which will be ours in a tew years. 
If we persist In this folly. 

4. They are personally obnoxious and unpleasant to many per¬ 
sons. For myself, I “rather like’’ them too; they rather amuse 
and Interest me, and are not at all disagreeable, as long as I can 
keep tbeir disastrous results out of mind. I am not a delicate 
woman, nor yet a squeamish man, to be shocked by their perpet- 
ual antics during the Spring and Summer; being somewhat of an 
anatomist I can stand it without embarrassment; but all are not 
thus constituted. Neither am I a nervous Invalid, to be fretted 
and annoyed Into positive Illness by tbe Incessant turmoil at tbe 
window; but others are. Nor do I, I regret to say, own a bouse 
where the steps and window-sills and trellis-work and lawn are 
so beflltbed that none of my servants will stay If they have to 
clean up after the birds; others, however, are In such case. I 
grant that this Is all a matter of taste, rather than of science; but 
such as It Is, it Is largely against tbe sparrows. 

5. They have, at present, practically no natural enemies, nor 
any check whatever upon limitless increase. This would be un¬ 
desirable, even In the case of the most desirable bird;. As the 
case stands, uw are repeating the hielory of the white weed and the 
Norway rat.* 

I have to make one suggestion and to oSer two recommenda¬ 
tions. 

It is a fact that with all this talk and counter-talk about the 
food of the sparrow, and to what extent it may feed upon Insects 
Injurious to our fruit and shade trees, nobody bss yet made the 
experiments obviously necessary to determine exactly, what tbe 
birds eat In this country. I would therefore suggest {be obvious 
propriety of finding out exactly. In the only proper and scientific 
way. Instead of sawing the air any longer in such futile way. I 
suggest that at tbe height of the Insect season, at the time when 
the sparrows should be eating the bugs If they ever do. In some 
places fairly Infested with the bugs, a sufficient number of spar¬ 
rows be killed and examined in respect to the contents of their 
crops. Let the authorities of any of our large cities, preferably 
Boston, where the birds are said to have done so much good, and 
where the sparrow combination talks loudest, furnish to proper 
persons, say SOO sparrows, whose stomachs shall be examined by 
some competent botanist and entomologist together. If noxious 
insects should be found to form tbe greater portion, or even any 
considerable portion of tbe food of these birds, I would yield tbe 
case as far as this particular count is concerned. At present I 
continue to believe that the scraping and other occupation of tbe 
clty-forestering Otbelloa Is not gone. 

As to my recommendations: I am often asked: “Would you 
then have sparrows exterminated)’’ While I am not prepared to 
advise such an extreme measure as this, I do not hesitate to de¬ 
clare that prompt and stringent measures should be taken, as a 
matter of nailonal economy, to check the Increase of the birds. 
We have enough already. Without unnecessary cruelty, the 
numbers might be kept down. If not diminished, by the follow¬ 
ing gradnally and continuously operating means: 

I. Let the Mrde th\ft for themedvee; turn them loose, and put 
them on the same footing as other birds. That Is, take down the 
boxes and all the speciU contrivances for sheltering and petting 
the birds; stop feeding them; stop supplying them with building 
materials; let them take care of themselves. 


• A writer in the London Garden says: “It may be remembered that 
In one of tbe beck nambersof the )?arden I mentioned that tbe mtro- 
dnctlon of the sparrow wonld turn ont to be a great mistake, and they 
are now finding tbie ont.’’ 


II. AMUh the legal penaitiee for killing them. The birds are 
now under the arm of the law, which protects them from most 
of tbe natural vicissitudes of bird life. Let the boys kill them If 
they wish; or let them be trapped and used as pigeons or glass 
balls are now used, in shooting matches among sportsmen. Vast 
numbers of pigeons are destroyed In this way; there are even 
“sparrow clubs’’ In various cities, which make a business of prac¬ 
ticing on various of our small birds, for which the European spar¬ 
rowa would be an admirable substitute, answering all the condi¬ 
tions these marksmen could desire. In this way the birds might 
even be made a source of some little revenue, Instead of a bur¬ 
den and a pest; they are to be had In practically unlimited num¬ 
bers, and could be sold by the city to such persons as might desire 
to use them for sporting purposes. 

The present article Is to be regarded as a mere outline of the 
important subject. I have collected a voluminous mass of testi¬ 
mony during tbe past two or three years, which I intend to digest, 
in Older to place the whole matter In its true light on permanent 
record. In treating of the species In tbe “Birds of tbe Coloaado 
Valley;’’ for the plague has spread even to that remote portion 
of our much be-sparrowed country. 


The European Barnacle Goose (Anser Leucopsis.) 

BT HOMO. 

In the hastily written notes on the anser or goose family which 
have lately appeared In the Chioaoo Field, I have endeavored 
to give a correct but short outline of the natural history of the 
white-fronted, Hutchins’ arctic or snow, and brant goose,strlving 
at the same time to unravel the snarl Into which the subject has 
gotten through tbe miscalling of names by the sportsmen of 
both the East and West. 

I have given as Illustrations to my notes rough, but I think 
correct, drawings of all tbe family, excepting the Canada goose 
which Is too familiar to all to be mistaken for another variety; 
besides, tbe Hutchins’ Is so much like bis Canada cousin, the one 
drawing might answer for both, bad not the former bird a dis¬ 
tinctly barred breast and lower body, and an average of three 
pounds lighter weight 

Tbe sketch I present to-day is of the European Barnacle goose 
and I think It necessary that the difference may be noticed be¬ 
tween It and tbe white-fronted. I know that It Is claimed by 
some that the Barnacle goose has been killed on the coast of Maine, 
but I am decidedly of tbe opinion that it has not for the wblte- 
fronted, a rare bird In tbe East, could easily have been taken In 
one of Its plumages for tbe Barnacle goose by a person not very 
familiar with either. Still I may be mistaken. If It has been seen 
here it is accidental, as Is tbe killing of tbe European widgeon In 
tbe United States. The Barnacle goose is plentiful on the west¬ 
ern shore of England and north of Ireland. On the Lancashire 
coast it Is very abundant. It is a very wild bird and difficult to ap¬ 
proach by any means. Audubon says It breeds In Iceland, Spits¬ 
bergen, Qreenland and Lapland, and during Its Winter migrations 
la abundant in Holland, France and Germany, and states that a 
specimen was shot In Massachusetts by a sportsman who was an 
Engllshraan by birth. Mitchell says It was a straggler, and con¬ 
cludes by stating Its appearance here Is accidental. 

BUI, feet and claws black, Iris hazel. Anterior part of head. 
Including tbe space above eyes, side of bead and throat white. 
Neck glossy black, of which color are anterior or dorsal feathers, 
tbe Bcapulara and wing coverts towards tbeir extremities, while 
their bases are asby gray and margins white. Tbe shorter feathers 
on tbe middle of back are similar, those on rump and tbe tail 
feathers deep black. Tbe breast, sides and belly greyish white, 
tbe upper feathers of sides more grey. The upper and lower tall 
coverts and tbe sides of wings pure white. 

Length 27 In., extent of wing 1 ft 8 in., bill li, wing from 
flexure 17, tail 6, weight 4 lbs.

Editor Cuiuaoo Field :—Before I reply to Mr. Luther Adams’ 
challenges let me say Uiese are entirely Irrelevant to the question 
at Issue between us; that relates to matter of poet record, a com¬ 
pleted and Irreclaimable fact which cannot be altered by any pos¬ 
sible result of future contests. There are but few of us who 
would not gladly do for our own lives just what Mr. Adams seeks 
to do for Rock, viz: wipe out the past with a sponge dipped In 
present gliding; unfortunately, however, finite powers have no 
control over that which Is gone, and a record once made stands 
forever, easy to be read by anyone searching for the truth, even 
though covered up and bidden under a mask of just such spe¬ 
cious pretenses. 

Only an Imagination striving to distort facts, could give such 
coloring to what I said as to Ranger and Rob Roy being put out 
of the Shrewabury trials. I never said or meant that a dog put out 
for any fault was tbe same as If he bad never been entered, as re¬ 
gards other dogs In the stakes, but 1 did say and do mean that 
when two dogs of such note and proved quality as these are put 
out for lack of breaking before they compete with any other con- 
testante, the subsequent winner in the field (containing no other 
doga of reputation equal to those put out), gains leee real honor 
by hla victory than If be had met and defeated these. I never 
denied that Rock woo tbe Burley-Pam Stakes. I granted It and I 
grant ltnow,be Is welcome too,to all he can make ont of it. When 
I said “he beat these dogs by never meeting them, the only way 
be could beat them,’’ I formed my conclusion from two sources: 
first, private letters from gentlemen In England who know all 
about these dogs and have seen their trials; and secondly, from 
the pubUe report of tbeir performances open to all for Investiga¬ 
tion. Mr. Adams says: “It Is too much to expect’’ from me that 
I should tell tbe public “Rob Roy ran a number of times when be 
was not placed aa well as Rock.” This Is simple folly. The sports¬ 
men of this country are too well posted to need such information, 
nor could I conce^ the fact If I wished, unless I bad the power 
to BUppress tbe printed reports In tbe eporting papers and "Ken¬ 
nel Club Stud Book,” and blot them out from tbe memory of tbe 
thousands who have read them. I did not state this simply be¬ 
cause I considered my case against Rock strong enough without 


it, but since Mr. Adams waqts the whole trnth, I will say, Rock 
was entered times and won oner. Rob Roy was entered nine 
times and won ylM prizes. When Mr. Adams can, by hla logic, 
ooifvlnce that pnbUc to which be refers, that om-ffth Is as good 
as oner one-htdf, perhaps he can get round this showing and make 
Rock’s record aa good as Rob ^y’s. I propose now to make 
this ventilation thorough, so will go a step further, and, referring 
to tbe Kennel Stud Book, compare tbe reports of performances of 
these dogs In their loelng entries, Brat pausing to say that It was 
indeed “a slip of the pen” or a typographical error which made 
me credit Rob Roy with tbe Acton Reynold Stakes of 1878, but 
If Mr. Adams, when he hunted up the record, had not been blinded 
by hts glee over this blunder, he would have found that Rob Roy 
won this stake In 8eventy-/uur, and be would have been aatlafiad 
to pass this error by in silence, since practically It has done him 
no good and Rob Roy no harm. 

Upon page 163 of tbe “Kenuel Club Stud Book” (English) I 
find the following report of the “Setter Puppy Stakes,” Shrews¬ 
bury, 1872—Rock’s first losing entry: “In tbe next brace Rock 
going down wind turned and made a false point, Judith back¬ 
ing well. Tbe latter then put up a brace and chased a abort dis¬ 
tance, Rock running rizht away. Rock then stood a brace, and 
Judith hacking well, the flag went up for her.” Pago 188. 
“Champion Stakes,” Shrewsbury, 1878. “Rector and Rock were 
the next two down, and both going up wind tbe pointer who was 
In the rear, stood a brace of birds and directly afterwards Rock 
winded them also, but running on flushed them, and aa be com¬ 
mitted the same fault again both doge were ti^en up.” Page 
184. “Cloverly Stakes,” for braces, Shrewsbury, 1873. “After 
luncheon, Mr. Field's Rock and Rake were put down In a beauti¬ 
ful piece of clover, but as there were no birds In It, they had a 
poor chance of dlstlngnlshlng themselves. Rock mode one steady 
point, but unfortunately It was a brace of larks. In a second 
field of very good clover one bird was marked and that they man¬ 
aged to flush. They were then taken up.” Page 48, Vol. 3, 
“Kennel Club Stud Book.” “Acton Reynold Stakes,” Shrewa¬ 
bury, 1874. “Rock and Olnx Baby were then slipped and Rock 
made a false point, Glnx backing a very long way off; Rock again 
made a false point and Glnx was guilty of flnsblng and also false 
pointing. On their being taken Into another field Rock mode 
three more false points and Glnx backed him well each time, and 
In the end Glnx won.” 

Rob Roy met bis first defeat running with Belton In the “Bod- 
fel Stakes,” for braces, Vaynol, 1872—of which I find the follow¬ 
ing report upon page 168, vol. 1. “Belton refused to back Rob 
Roy and also flushed a covey up wind, which put them hore de 
combat." Hls next loelng entry was in tbe Burley Dam Stakes, 
at Shrewsbury, 1873, where he and Ranger were the first dogs 
down, and put out Immediately for chasing. This was the stake 
Ruck won. Page 185 contains the report of tbe “Penllyo Stakes” 
for braces; Bala, 1878, where Rob Roy ran with Mr. Slatter’s 
pointer Viscount, viz.: “Rob Roy and the liver and white pointer 
Viscount entered the arena. They soon found on the side of a 
bill the grouse being wild and escaping scot free. Tbe pointer 
bad the birds; this was a very good point. A bare was killed 
unseen by them and Immediately afterwards Rob Roy dropped In 
some grass but nothing came of it. He then put up a single bird 
and dropped lustantly, showing bis want of nose. Two hares 
then got up and were killed right and left by Mr. Webber. Rob 
Roy bad a mind to go, but bis keeper stopped him. Tbe pointer 
then found some wild birds in furze and Rob Roy made a false 
point or two standing tn really excellent style amongst a group 
of boulders and black cattle, to nothing at all. Farther on he be¬ 
came cataleptic again to a like effect. Tbe pointer found a few 
birds well and was evidently in more truthful humor than hls 
companion. Rob Roy plainly wanted powers of scenting and va¬ 
ried extremely In pace; now going very fast and at other times 
pottering about as If afraid of putting up hls game, though there 
was nothing there.” The “Rhlwlas Stakes” at the same meet- 
Ing Is thus reported oh page 190, vol. 1. “Pompey wae put 
down again with Rob Roy whose competitor was absent The 
latter was suspected of having no nose but he came up to the 
scratch far better than In the braces, and soon had scent of 
feathers in some high fern. The pointer not seeing him was 
dropped to band by Orlffltbs, and some pretty shooting was ex¬ 
hibit^ by Messrs. Shirley and Lort Rob Roy flushed a bird or 
two where tbe heather bad been burnt, and tbelylng waa bad,and 
then stnmbled on a good-elzed pack amongst the boulders. Tbe 
grouse got up In all directions, the doga behaving well. On boat¬ 
ing back towards the tent and luncheon, tbe pointer pottered a 
bit, the setter going with a long, even stride, roodtng some run¬ 
ning birds ss well a; could be desired, and finally beating hla 
black and white friend Into a cocked hat.” The drat place In 
this stake was won by Ranger, the second by Mr. Price’s Belle 
and tbe third by Mr. Llewelln’s Countess, the final heat being 
thus reported on page 191: “Countess and Rob Roy fought It 
out for third place and tbe bitch having Improved a little,won It.” 

Such arc the reports of Rock and Rob Roy losing entries. 
Whether they show Rock equal to Rob Roy, 1 leave your readers 
to judge. I would, however, call attention to the fact that In 
the Acton-Reynold Stakes at Shrewsbury, 1874, where Rock was 
beaten by Glnx Baby, as I have quoted, Jiob Boy beat Qinx Baby 
and iron the lecond prlu. Thus, though Rock beat Ranger and 
Rob Roy in a stake where he never met them, these very dogs 
beat him for first and second places In a stake where he got noth- 
l»S> ^ beating the dog which IM previouely beaten Aim in fair trial. 
Perhaps It was “too much to expect” Mr. Adame “to tell tbe 
public” this fact, as It forms a bad set-off to Rock’s former 
grand (t) victory, but I think It justifies me In saying Rock beat 
them in the only way he could, viz., “by not meetiog them.” 

In regard to Mr. Adams’ challenges, I would say, over a year 
since I stated tn your columns that Rob Roy Is deaf and there¬ 
fore utterly unfit for running at trials; I would now add that I 
have but two pups of hls get eligible for tbe Puppy Stakes this 
Fall. They ere now but four months old and will consqueotly be 
only eigbt months old at the time of tbe Nashville trials, so that 
even Mr. Adams will acknowledge their unfitness to meet Ham¬ 
let and Rbcebe, which. If I urn not mistaken, will be sixteen 
months old at that time. 

Mr. Adams says If I have great confidence in my kennel he will 
give me a chance to win my expenses at Nashville, which la 
equivalent to saying If I have such confidence I must accept hls 
challenges. To this I reply why should I no( have confidence In 
my doga) Rob Roy and Druid’s field record Is before tbe public 
and sustains my opinion of them very justly. Mr. Adams, too, 
at one time thought highly of my doga, lor when I wrote him I 
bad purchased Rob Roy, he replied, “Tou certainly deserve great 
credit for bring over so grand a dog at such great cost.” Later, 
too, when I wrote him that I waa to have Druid, he answered, 
“Tou cannot do better than to bring out the Prlnce-Dora blood, 
for I do not tbink there la better In tbe world.” Hls confidence 
in tbe Prince—Dora blood finds apt confirmation In hla offer to 
run Drake against my doga for Drake ie Drutd'e fall brother. It 
is hardly probable that If tbe former Is a clipper the latter, with 
font English field trial prizes to hla credit, la unworthy of my 
confidence. 

There la no occasion for the unkind Insinuation conveyed in 
hla challenge to meet him at Nashville, wherein he eays: “If yon 
are too 111 to be there, as you have always been heretofore on 
these occasions, much to your regret, no doubt.” It has been my 


ead misfortune to be a great auflerer for many yean past, long 
before the flret field trial hold In Aoiorlca my hoaltb gave way 
and I have never since been able to tramp and put ray doge In 
proper shape to do thcmaelvee fair Justice at a trial. Twice 
have I tried to go, despite of those obstacles; the first time posi¬ 
tive confinement to my bed prevented me, and the last ilme 
broken bones Intervened. This has been my misfortune, but 
that It haa been taken advantage of by jealous kennel rivals to 
spread Injurious reporta of me and my dogs, lam well aware; yet 
while the verv snrns itraiiui of blood as those In my kennel have 
won prizes here, and my own doge have won prizes at foreign 
trials where they mot the crack dogs of their day, 1 think I am 

justified In claiming my detractors show more spite than sense by 
their assertions. 1 have, with the utmost care and at great ex¬ 
pense, selected and purchased from the best kennels In England 
the very best dogs 1 could buy at any price. I "O*' **‘*‘>'r 
man in this country has pul as much money Into dop as myself. 

I do not say this boastlngly. but only to show that 1 have reason 
for confidence In my dogs. Thatconfidepe has not been cobflned 
to myself and those of my friends who have seen my dbgs |n the 
field The get of Rob Roy lu this country fully sustain his field 
repute, and will compare favorably with that of any other dog, 
If Ihe repeated assertions of their respective owners Is sny proof. 
You yourself, Mr. Editor, own his progeny and will, dotblless, 
bear witness to their excellence to all Inquirers. The trouble Is 
that It Is well-known my dogs are as good as 
rival breeders strive to beat me and them by offering challenges 
and drawing deductions therefrom which they know my Ill-health 

prevents my accepting or defending myself agato-t. It la but 

mere justice to Mr. Adams to say, 1 do not class 

tractors, and that I believe his present challenge Is hpcstly and 

falrlv offered. No unfriendly word has ever passed between us, 

and 1 have time and again borne testimony to his character m a 

:^rtsmTn in y^ur columns. Doubtless he will ^eem what I have 

said of Rob Roy’s deafness and the age of niy Pups as sulficlent 

grounds for my- declining that challenge; and for his 

Drake I can o.dy say. In justice to my health. If I am able to be 

at Nashville, as / do hope to be, he will have a chsmee to my 

dogs In the different stakes there. If be w ns, tpre will be no 

ocitalon for further trial; while. If 1 win. If he ‘snot satisfied 

I will agree to match him for any stake T can afford.

KDtTOB Chicago Field , — I 
cheerfully write the following ex¬ 
planation at the Instance and re¬ 
quest of Capt. M. C. Campbell: 

The puppies alluded to by him 
were a Utter by Joe Jr., out of Ida 
Jr. (Erin— Ida), belonging to Mr. 

J. K. Hughes. The conversation 
did take place at our match at 
Spring Hill, as he states It, and he 
simply forgot, or did not hear, my 
last remark that I "would get one 
if there was a white one, the color 
being the only objection I made; 
and my further remarking that 
I Intended writing to Mr. Hughes 
led him to infer that It was for this 
purpose. 1 have been In regular 
correspondence with Mr. Hughes 
since, and although I sent mes¬ 
sages In one of these letters In re 
gard to the puppies, 1 never men- . 
tloned or Intimated that I wanted 
one. These puppies are finely bred, 
and I would be for from saying 
anything In the least derogatory 
about them. CapL Campbell would 
not Intentionally misrepresent any 
one, toe or friend. His word Is 
his bond, his friendship dear to 
roe, and no Intermeddling shall be 
allowed to Interfere with our pleas¬ 
ant relations to each other. In 
another conversation, perhaps seve¬ 
ral; in letters to Mr. Wheatley, 
himself and others, I have said 

that the Campbell dogs had as much constitution, vim and en- e 
durance as any dogs In the world. I have always spoken of these 1 
doge In the highest commendation. Capt. Campbell did not say t 
I had engaged a native red bitch to breed from. He did not in- e 
tend to convey the Idea that I was disgusted or dissatisfied with I 
my dogs, and Intended abandoning them for others. In a private 1 
letter from Mr. Wheatley to Capt. CarapbeU, he writes; 'T con- I 
elder the article of Mr. J. H. Dew offensive * * * • am i 
branded by a blue ns 'disgusting,' ‘bluffer," ‘gambler,’ ‘mlsrep- ) 
resenter,' etc. * * * * All my remarks about him every 
time have been courteous and respectful; ask him to show any 
thing to the contrary. Will you do me the simple justice and 
kind favor to see Mr. Dew, show him this letter, refresh his mem¬ 
ory about what he did say to you, and U he then sees he has 
done me wrong, ask him to confess It as publicly as he has now 

Injured me." * * * * , . , , 

The article of Mr. Wheatley to which mine was a reply certainly 
conveyed the Impression that I had lost confidence In, or was dissat¬ 
isfied with, my dogs, and Intended procuring others to breed 
from or to supercede them. This the Idea conveyed, whether In¬ 
tentional or not, and I think every reader of the Cbicaoo Field 
must have been so Impressed. As such It Is a misrepresenta¬ 
tion. To have the do^ I raise and train, and the gentlemen who 
stagger under the stigma a blue, so constantly and persistently 
abused and ridiculed—to have our dogs declared worthless or In¬ 
ferior— I do not think courteous and respectful; and were the 
poor canines all Mr. Wheatley says they are, yet as they faithfully 
serve us, the onslaught Is, to me at least, disgusting. Believing 
them to be so different It becomes doubly so. 

I have until the last few weeks always declined these side races. 

I am always ready and willing to run In the regular trials; they 
are open to the world, and I objected to and declined the bln*™ ] 
because they were with my neighbor and friend, and calculated 
to disturb our pleasant relations. 

In a late article to D. B., he (Mr. Wheatley) insinuates that I 
declined through fear or because I knew defeat. Is this courts 
Otis and respectful! I think two words In his convey the whole 
animus of his feelings, when he writes that he Is thus addressed 
by o blue, using It thus, I think, as a term of derision or con¬ 
tempt. Is this courteous and respectful! I am not one of those 
who can sec no good but an object of censure In the preferences 
of others who differ from me. I have used as strong expressions 
of commendation and recommendation for the doge of American 
birth and nationality as any other, not only to Mr. Wheatley hlrn- 
self, but many others. When I thought that Campbell and his 
dogs were wrongly censured at the Memphis trials, I eapousw 
their cause. It matters not the nationality of dog or man; If he 
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Is a good one I like him and am! free to say so, but I utterly re¬ 
ject him who can see no merit tn anything not in strict *btord 
with his Ideas and prejudices. ' Ferhapa the words gambler 
and "bluffer" as applied to Mr, Wheatley were Ill-advised and 
wrong.

Dog-Whip on the Llewellln and Laverach Setters. 

Stbatbrot, Ont. 

Editor Chicago Field:— Having had perhaps as much expe¬ 
rience with the Llewellln and Laverack setters as any other man 
on this side of the Atlantic, I venture to give the result of my 
experience. For the last five years no other breed or strain of dog 
has been In my kennel. My whole attention has been given to 
these two now celebrated straius, and I think I know the good and 
bad qualities In both breeds, and In saying that I prefer one strain 
to the other. It is not a conclusion that I have jumped at, but one 
which I have come to after giving both strains the fairest possible 
trial. The Blue vs. Native question is about played out; which 
Is the victor others may Judge. It would now seem we are going 
I to have a little Blue vs. Blue, and that there Is a little jealousy 
existing In this way a perusal of your Issue of 17th of August wil l 
I tell. Mr. G. W. Landenberger writes a letter which he says Is not 
In a spirit of animosity against the Llewellln breed, but rather In 
defence of the Laveracke; pretty good, really, that soothing ex¬ 
pression Immediately after raising a doubt that the dam of Hack- 
ett's Hake was served by a colley. This style of dlreusslng the 
qualities of a breed amounts to nothing at all. If Mr. Lsnden- 
berger or Mr. Lort are prepared to say that a colley did serve 
Hake’s dam, then there Is good cause for saying there Is a stain 
In the pedigree of the Llewellln setters; but for all there Is con¬ 
tained In Mr. Lort’s letter which he publishes. It had belter been 
left out. I did not start to write of Hackett’s Rake or any other 
ancestors of the Llewellen breed. Whet I Intended wm to ray 
what I know of the two breeds from the experience I have had 
with them. Mr. L. says the Laverock setter has been malign^. 
I am certainly not aware of this fact. Perhaps no one who be¬ 
lieves In blue blood as much as I do has sold any more a^lnet 
them than I have, and all I have said Is, that I consider the Llew¬ 
ellln setter their superior In field qualities. If this Is maligning 
them, then I fall to understand the meaning ef the word. Mr. L. 
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says a breed (meaning the Llewelllns) has. In his estimation, 
been wrongfully placed In advance of them, and had the dwh®™ 
of Mr. Laverack’a dogs In America pushed the breed as the Rhmbe - 
strain has been, matters would not be as they are. Well aurely 
the owners of the pure Laverocks have had just as good oppor¬ 
tunity as the owners of the Llewelllns to push tliem forward, and 
If they have not done It, It Is their own fault. To say had they 
done BO roattere would not be as they are, i8 Bomothlng ® 
man owning a three-year-old Baying bad he run him In the Derby 
he would have won. We all know that no man owns a bad dog; 
they arc aU good; can’t be beatr-tlll they meet some better dog. 
Private trials, and a man saying he has a dog which he believes 
I can’t be beat, amounts to nothing at aU. I have owned such 
dogs, and since seeing many and owning many better, when I 
look back on some of those wonderful dogs I don t now think 
much of their performances. The best way I know for a 
man to see what Is In his dog Is to rnn him side by side with 
another that Is better, and he will soon have some toncelt taken 
out of him; he will then see how really good his dog Is. 

Perhaps I will be excused for saying that the Llewellln strain In 
field qualities are superior to the Laverocks, for I own both 
breeds, and always expect to. I have the Laveracks In my ken¬ 
nel In their purity, and for the purposes I keep them for I think 
very highly of them. I have Individuals of that breed which I 
would not part with, and If by accident I lost the breed, I would 
replace It. But this Is no reason that I should deceive royrelf 
by closing my eyes to their faults,—and faults they have, and I 
know them. If I thought them superior to the Llewelllns 1 
would breed them pure. It would bo just as easy for me to do 
so. I have had as good Laveracks, and have now, as ever crossed 
the Atlantic. I Imported Carlowltz, Victress, Petrel, P®*!* 
Peeress. CarlowlU and Victress were never trained. Petrel wm 
broken In England, and Pearl and Peeress I trained here. The 
last three are aU good In the field; some would pronounce them 
very superior, but they are not equal to the Llewellln dogs I own, 
neither are they equal to those I know which others own. The 
Laveracks are Industrious, energetic, fist, and pei^ertng In 
their work, but they lack that dash and style peculiar to the 
Llewellln dogs. It will bo borne In mind I am speaking of the 
breeds as a whole as I have seen them. v. 

I cannot say but that there may be some Laveracke which are 
superior in the field to the Llewelllns. If there are I have never 
seen them; excepting Countess and Nellie they have not proven 
their equal In England, and I am quite satisfied they will never 
In fair Mbllc contests prove their equal hero.

It Is a more diffi¬ 
cult thing to get both style and quality In the same dog than 
those who have not tried to produce It think; you may easily get 
one but not both In the one animal; my experience lu breeding 
has been the nearer I breed to the Laveracks the more quality I 
have, but It is at the risk of losing that dash aud style which 
Llewellln’s Dan has given to so many of his get. 

1 thiok anyone perusing this letter can hardly accuse me of 
maligning the Laverocks. If I prefer the Llewellln’s to them I

prejudice or pirtlallty. The fiveLiveraeks I Imported represented 
three crosses. Carlowltz and Victress, though not trained, I 
had every opportunity to judgi of their style and natural hunting 
qualities; and the others I have seen so often with the Llewelllns 
that their every style and action lu comparison Is quite fainlliar 
to me; and I say It, quite fearless of contradiction In proof, the 
Laveracks In field qualities arc not equal to the Llewelllns.

Bo that while 
Sept let la really the true, sensible and eporlamanllke opening 
period, yet, on account of the terrible difficulty In warding off tbe 
hungry horde, I urge future efforts to change back to Aug. 16to, 
aa being, at least for the present, the best policy. Anyhow, the 
lor duck snd chicken time should be almultaneous, since, os I proph- 
6lli esied, many heretofore restrained went out ostensibly for ducks 
rad last Thursday, though every hunter knows well that almost all 
.hie ducks hatched In this country leave for the northern rice fields 
hat at soon as they can fly well, generally about Aug. let. 
rma It is singular that the large bonus offered by the state hM not 
i- attracted more of the many persons out of employment. Yet a 
couple of ordinary detectives In the last month could have cleared 
ake between two and three thousand dollars at Spirit Lake alone, 
ore- where four different parties from this town, with scores of bogus 
lint- Nlmrods from every direction, openly kill, and eat, and waste In 
■ede hotelB, boarding houses snd tents, prairie chickens and ducks 
and since their earliest hatching, and worse still, oven In June tne 
ti a old birds w ere shot from their nests to tickle the palates of fish¬ 
ing parties. 
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How what I want to get at la tbis; A few scattered eportsinen 
are unable to afford the time, cost, and local animosity to accom- 
nllah what to be useful must be general, and being of value to 
the whole state, should emanate from the state Itself. Obviously, 
the best plan of all would be to secure state, or, what la belter, 
county constables, for the special purpose; and to this I earnestly 
ask the attention of the state assuclatlon. This could be carried 
next legislature If properly urged. But, pending that time, and 
In view of a possible failure, the state sportsmen’s association 
can make their value felt at home, and recognized thorugbout the 
land by employing a few capable detectives to travel and procure 
convictions. This would give the prestige of a public recogni¬ 
tion and to It every local club would contribute, whether be- 
lon^ng to the state club or not, with hundreds not belonging to 
any club, and numbers of gentlemen from other states who, like 
Luther Adams, J. V. LeMoyne, etc., have Interests and do their 
hunting In Iowa. There Is not a town In the state but might be 
assessed, for every locality contains law-loving people who feel 
personally unable to shoulder the work, but would cheerfully pay 
their quota. 

For a few hundred dollars competent persons could easily be 
obtained, who. In addition, could reap a rich reward from the 
state bounty, since the Iron-clad nature of the act renders the 
payment of every floe a strict necessity to avoid the certain alter¬ 
native of going to Jail. Except a few town rowdies, and lawless 
miners, most of the violators here are rich men and their sons, 
with plenty of means and leisure to enjoy every day of the open 
season, yet greedily snatch from poor devils like iny fellow club 
members and self, the hard-earned, scanty opportunities for a lltr 
tie honest sport that we can III afford from the lime that must 
be utilized for our living. 

My excuse for this trespass on your pages Is Its greater Impor¬ 
tance to the shooting public than Interminable dlscustlons of 
minute points of canine differences and pedigrees seldom read by 
others than the parties Interested. Almost all have dogs and 
guns sufflclenlly good for the chances of the average hunter to 
use them. But of what earthly value In two or three years with¬ 
out the game that Instigated their purchaaef 

Then let all combine for this purpose. We already possess a 
law. Why not put It in practice! Let the state association lead 
the way, and one little crowd at least will back them.

Dittmar Powder. 

PsiNKSvri.t.s, Ohio. 

iCditoh Chicago Field:—I n this week's Issue of your pR[>er 
I notice an article from “Oitbona" In reply to “Old Gunner,” In 
which he speaks of Dittmar powder. In another part of your 
paper appears a score of a glass bsH match in Stamford, Conn., 
Ill which a Mr. Gumming did not break a ball out of twenty-five 
shot at. Your correspondent, R. H. G., says: It is but justice to 
Mr. Gumming to state that he very foolishly shot with Dittmar 
powder,” and goes on to say that "Mr. C. has had enough of Ditt- 
mar.” The above gives the ides that the Dittmar powder is 
worthless, while the contrary is the fact. Mr. Gumming could 
not have had his shells loaded properly, or he is a very poor shot. 
I am confldent I can load twenty-five shells with Dittmar that 
will sboot as well as any black powder made. I have tested the 
Dittmar with nearly all of the best black powders and have never 
known It to be beaten. The Orange Lightning, No. 6, gives 
about the same results. Mr. C. may bave used some of the first 
Dittmar mauufactured, which was not very even. Tbe powder 
now Is perfect as far as my experience goes, and I bave used quite 
a number of cans. If Mr. C. or R. H. G. will send to Henry C. 
Squires, N. Y., and get a can of C. Dittmar and load tUeir shells 
with it properly, I don’t think they will want any more black 
powder. 

Perhaps a few remarks as to loading it would not be out of 
place here. Mr. C., who shoots a ten-gauge gun, should, In 
glass ball shooting, load with 4 drs. powder, by measure, and 11 
oz. No. 8 shot. Dip the messure heaping full, tap it a few times 
until it settles even, empty into shell, striking that a few times 
to make It settle even—this Is important. Place two pink-edge 
wads over the powder—In brass shells two sizes larger thao 
gauge—press the wads down bard by striking tbe r.ammer once 
or twice with tbe hand. In trap shooting where only one barrel 
Is used, I place over the shot a card-board wad, but where both 
barrels are used they are too light and an Ely black edge is bet¬ 
ter. Where shells are left loaded some time it is a good idea to 
place a card wad next the powder, thus preventing the powder 
from absorbing the grease from the wads. 

If Mr. C. or R. 11. 6. will load their shells as above, they will 
have no trouble, and, I think, be very much pleased with tbe re¬ 
sult. It will leave their guns clean and be much pleasanter to 
shoot as far as smoke and recoil is concerned. Dick. 

P. S.—1 might add that I am not interested In tbe sale of this 
powder, but have written the above simply because I believe It a 
good thing. D. 


Guns and Powder. —Houston, Texas .—Editor Chicago Field: 
—The article appearing In your last Issue over the name of Mr. 
John A. Oalbreatb Is worth just about 1U,000 of “Guido,” "D. 
B.” “Zig-Zag” do^-gerel. We are couslderably Interested In tbe 
dog ourselves In this section, but disgusted isn’t tbe word to ex¬ 
press ourselves In regard to this controversy. We have looked 
lately in vain for something from "Gloan,” “Recapper” and 
othei-8 just ns good, and was about to give up all hope of deriving 
that pleasure when Mr. Galbrcath gives us something to study 
and think over. We wish you had a dozen just such corrospoud- 
ents. There is plenty of room In this line and we venture to say 
that it Interests everybody. Let others who can spare the time 
do likewise, and it can but be iutcrestlng to them and Intensely 
so to those many readers of your paper who desire to load intelli¬ 
gently and at the same time economically. What Is tbe sense In 
paying $1.25 for powder when 30c. powder will give better results 
(which has been the writer’s opinion for some time). Hazard’s 
"sea shooting” powder, “duck size,” retailing here at about 50c., 
Is the best powder we ever used, burning very moist, and you 
might sboot a week and your gun wouldn’t contain more dirt 
than after first discharge—one wipe being suSlclcnt to render the 
gun perfectly bright. 

One point more. Your correspondent "Oitbona” thinks Amer¬ 
ican guns are too high. In which we agree with him, but he Is 
“on the wrong track” when he thinks the Daly an American gun. 
They are made In SubI, Germany, and in point of workmanship 
and “poise” they are the best guns In tbe world In my humble 
opinion, and by long odds the best for tbe money. I would 
much prefer an American gun if I could get one even approxi¬ 
mating this gnn at same price, but we think It will require years 
ere Americans can turn out such workmanship at the same price. 
Their $130 or $140 gun will compare In point of workmanship 
with any $250 or $300 English gun we ever saw, and we bave 
seen a good many. 

This Is written in the Interest of no one except my fellow 
sportsmen who have not yet made up their minds where to pur¬ 
chase a gpjn. It is the order of the day for correspondents to com¬ 
pliment their various “favorites,’’ and this is what I have done.

Old Gunner to Oithona. —Somerset, Ohio .—Editor Chicago 
Field ;—In your issue of the 17th August, “Oitbona” attempts 
to traverse my strictures on chilled shot, Dittmar Powder, etc. 
He says that with soft shot be has to fire an average of two shots 
to each squirrel, while with the fashionable hard shot, be can 
bring down a busby-tail at every crack. Well, “Olthoua” must 
have a weak gun, or else the trees grow taller In the vicinity of 
Sidney than they do here, as I find no dlffleulty in killing them 
with soft shot dead anti clean. Possibly tbe chilled shot ttiny 
penetrate the thousandth part of an Inch farther Into a paper pad 
than the old shot, but that don’t prove that the killing power Is 
greater, for if tbe shot remains In the animal, the shock Is greater 
than if it passed through. 

“Oithona” hints that my views are founded on theory and not 
experience; I have used and experimented with both the Dittmar 
powder and cbtlled shot, and If I were to shoot a pigeon match 
and found that my opponent was using the patent sawdust 
powder, aod the “fashionable” pewter shot, I would feel that 1 
had a sure thing on that fellow. 

So far we differ; but our views ou light guns, direct plungers, 
and tbe miss-fires from rebounding locks, are identical; and I 
fully endorse “Olthoiia’s” censure of the tyrannical laws enacted 
for the sole benefit of the Ohio land owner; there are thousands 
of quail (not quails) in this vicinity, but tbe hawks and bard 
winters alone are allowed to thin their numbers, and this will 
continue to ge.t worse until sportsmen make our law-makers feel 
that they have votes as well as landlords. Old Gunner. 

[Why not say “but the hawk and hard Winter thinned their 
numbers.” Surely hawk and Winter are as correct in a plural 
sense as quail. Know, “Old Gunner,” that custom, no matter 
how old, cannot sanction a grammatical error such as this.— Ed.]

Dg, the American was leading at tbe end of tbe 25lh round bv one bird 
—Bogardus bavingbrought down 17 to ble oppouent'e 16. lJurlog tbe 
next quarter of a ^'century** Hr. Coventry only failed at four and hie 


opponent hve, ao that when half time bad been reached they wore level 
having both brought down 87 birde. At tbe end of a magntfloeni run 
of lb ktlla bv Mr. Coventry be had attained a alight lead, which he man* 
aged to hold, oceaalonally locreaaing it to two birds throughout tbe 
aucceediug S5 rounds, ami on tbe conclueiou of the 75th the Bogllsb 
champloo waa one bird In advauce—bta total ebowtugAS to &7. Tbe 
excitement was now greater than ever, aud each bird was watched with 
an amount of lotereat almost unprecedented. To the next round (the 
76lh) they were once again level, as Mr Coventry broke down at a very 
ditncull twisting bird. OapUlu Bogardus also mlHsed a dashing blue 
rock in his S2d ossav. so that again Mr. Ci>veutry took the ieadlog po* 
aitlou. After nine kills by tbe Englishman he was beaten by a rare 
slippery little cnaloiiier In his BUlb roiiud. aod this again placed them 
on level terms. In the Vlst round Mr. Coventry regained his lead of 
one bird, having only nine more to shoot at. In the Hdtb round that 
genileman was defeated by a sharp rising rock, aud ae the Captain 
knocked over his. they were once more level. In the next round Mr. 
Coventrv met with bad luck, as his bird, which was bit very hard just 
managed to get over the boundary, but only to die within a foot of It. 
This gave the CapUln an advantage at the most critical Juncture of the 
match, as tbev had only three more pigeons to shoot at; they both 
killed, and when the last round waa reached it waa Just a uuesliou of a 
tie or win for tbe Americau. Both, however, gras’^cd thuir birds, aud 
thus the result was in favor of Bogardua by one bird, hla total being 70 
to Mr. Coventry's 76.
